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M R. WINDHAM BALDWIN 
tells me that he has 
spent nearly five years 
op the biography of his father, 
Earl Baldwin, a first extract 
from which will be found on 
Page 6, with “ only one object— 
to put the facts rlgpt. People 
had got him wrong.” 

Mr. Baldwin, who Is heir-pre¬ 
sumptive' to the Earldom now held 
by his elder brother, was much 
closer to hisfather than he himself 
admits (" We saw each other from 
time to time ”) and he followed the 
parental footsteps into the family 
engineering firm and the broader 
reaches of industry. 

' Now he lives near Tewkesbury 
and has written his book In 
moments snatched from City board 
and the inevitable rural 
; of English country life.

Mr. Baldwin has drawn upon cer¬ 
tain family papers, “ old school 
reports " and letters; but writing the 
life of a Prime Minister presents 
grave problems for a man who has 
firmly eschewed contact with party 
politics (“ I am a Baldwlnite To 
follow the development of his 
father's political philosophy he has 
relied principally on Hansard “ It’s 
all there, you know. There's reallv 
nothing like Hansard." 

He has not consulted the Baldwin 
papers at Cambridge which were 
used by Mr. G. M. Young for the 
latter's sketch of Stanley Baldwin. 
Mr. Baldwin does not agree with 
much of that study and one may 
guess that Its publication did in fact 
provide the impulse for his own bio¬ 
graphy.

His own book reflects an ultra- 
Keynesian belief. in the vigorous 
virtues of a managed economy and 
it lends a certain air of credibility 
to rumours that Mr. Macmillan Is 
now thinking of relmposlng some 
physical controls. 

Overlord Argument 

Mr. Macmillan precisely defines 
the Government’s role In managing 
the economy, but he is curiously 
hazy about the role of the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer. 

He argues in favour of an 
Economic Council with an "over- 
lord" Minister of Economics. The 
Treasury would be represented on 
this council, but the Chancellor 
would not be a member. 

In 1951, Mr. R. A. Butler argued 
strongly and successfully against the 
appointment of an economic “over- 
lord "—Lord Waverley had been 
mentioned as a possible candidate— 
on the grounds that the post would 
restrict the power and authority of 
the Exchequer. 

I understand that Mr. Macmillan 
now forswears his youthful argu¬ 
ments and today fully shares Mr. 
Butler's views.

, To clear my mind on the recent 
history of man's relations with the 
animal kingdom, I asked Colonel 
Boyle, secretary of the Fauna Preser¬ 
vation Society, if he could tell me 
how many animal species had 
become extinct or nearly extinct in 
the last hundred years or so. 

The list Is appalling. 

Apart from such famous examples 
as the Dodo, Steller's Sea Cow and 
the Great Auk, the following wild 


animals have . quite recently been 
wiped off the face of the earth: the 
Bluebuck, the Antarctic Wolf, the 
Quagga, the Leadbeater's Possum, 
the Toolach Wallaby, the Schom- 
bergk’s Deer, and the Northern 
Hartebeest. 

Almost Exterminated 

Other species are also in grave 
danger: 

Tasmanian Tiger : Once existed on 
the mainland of Australia, but now 
confined to Western Tasmania. 

The Koala and the Duck-billed 
Platypus : Were saved on the edge 
of extinction. 

Monk Seals: The Mediterranean 
monk seal now survives only on the 
coast of Turkey, The West Indian 
monk seal and the Hawaiian monk 
seal are either extinct or on the 
verge of extinction, 

The Javan Rhinoceros : The only 
twenty or thirty animals known to 
exist are now protected by the Indo¬ 
nesian authorities in West Java. 

The Sumatran Rhinoceros : A 
small hairy animal with two horns. 
Just survives in Sumatra and Borneo.

& Frustrated Food 

T OWN dwellers' are often baffled by 
farm economics, but the Ameri¬ 
can agricultural dilemma, as revealed 
by President Eisenhower last week, 
has become one of the world's 
enigmas. 

At the moment the American 
Government holds surplus food 
stocks worth £2,500 million which It 
would like to give away to Its allies. 
This cannot be done without incur¬ 
ring the wrath of all the foreign 
farmers whose markets would be 
wrecked by such generosity. 

The man given the task of wrest¬ 
ling with this indigestible problem 
is Mr. Ezra Benson, who was one of 
the twelve Apostles of the Mormon 
Church before President Elsenhower 
persuaded him to become Secretary 
of Agriculture. He opens conferences 
with a prayer and In the words of 
one aide, “ he spends as much time 
on his knees as he does on his feet." 

Chinese Cheese 

Mr. Benson, who was once a 
Mormon missionary In Newcastle, 
was allowed in 1946 through the Iron 
Curtain to visit the Mora 
churches of Poland. Now he has 
elded that some of. his surplus food 
should be cast over the Curtain— 
where part of the last harvest has 
been a drought-stricken failure. 

Meanwhile America is still trying 
to give away food elsewhere, with 
mixed results. One recent scheme 
involved the distribution of free food- 
parcels among poor families in Hong¬ 
kong. Unfortunately the main in¬ 
gredient of each package was
